Hugh Walpole began his writing 
career 32 years ago with a novel, 
“The Wooden Horse.” but it was 
“Fortitude,” one of his early books, 
that won him his wide following in 
‘America. Of contemporary English 
novelists he was the most popu- 
lar in America. Many of you will re- 
member his “Cathedral” series, his 
“Herries” series, and the “Jeremy” 
stories. Critically speaking, his best | 
books were those so-called uncom- | 
fortable ones: “Mr. Perrin and a 
Traill” (a study of hate) and “The 
Man With Red Hair” (a study in| 
sadism. 

“The Blind Man’s House,” is Wal- 
pole’s last book as he died about two 
months ago. This book compares | 
rather curiously with “Rececca,” al- 
though it has none of the sinister 
portents. A bridegroom returns 
with a youthful second wife to the 
village of his childhood and there | 
is a housekeeper who has as many 
good qualities as Danvers, the | 
housekeeper in “Rebecca” had bad 
ones. 

The time of this novel is 1038; 
when the war clouds are beginning 
to gather. The setting is one of * 
Walpole’s “tea-and-crumpet”  vil-! 
lages called Garth-in-Roselands. In 
the village is a friendly, little, old 
church with a hawthorne window 
designed by a Franciscan at the 
time when Franciscans were still 
wandering about the country.

Unfortunately he never 
quite learned how to transmute his 
preaching into art. 

You may if you choose, read | 


“The Blind Man’s House” a sym- 
bolic expression of Walpole’s_ be- 
lief in the interdependency of hu- | 
man beings. War was threatening | 
that world of Walpole which stood 
for peace, comradeship, reassurance 
and gentleness of heart. In order to 
preserve this world, Walpole made 
a plea for generosity in ideas and 
in outlook but he forgot to make a 
plea for the hardier, sterner vir- 
tues which are, after all, the bul- 
wark of the gracious way of life 
for which Walpole stood. There is 
an over-ripeness about “The Blind 
Man’s House.” It is like a mellow 
fruit that has basked too long on 
some sunny garden wall. 

If you are a mystery story fan 
and if you like your mystery stories 
written in the breezy language of 
“The Thin Man,” don’t overlook 
“Death and Taxes,” by George 
Dodge. In addition to a first rate 
mystery that keeps you guessing to 
the last few pages, it has a San 
Francisco setting, an episode in 
Santa Cruz, a cute blonde and a 
handsome brunette and, at least five 
cures for sunburn. The book moves 
with the speed and gaiety of a 
merry-go-round. Other recommend- 
ed detective fiction is “Curiosity 
Killed the Cat,” by Anne Rowe all

Act Stays Induction 
Of Men 28 Years Old 
On Or After July 1, “41

Selective Service headquar- 
ters announced that the six- 
teenth quota for the county is 
four men, who will report at 
dates yet to be set, sometime 
between September 10 and Sep- 
tember 30th. 


WASHINGTON, (i?) — President 


| Roosevelt has signed legislation de- 


ferring from military service all men 
who were 28 years old or older on 
last July 1, it was announced to- 
day. 

The draft deferment bill was 
signed on Saturday. Sometime to- 
day the President was expected to 
sign the bill extending the term of 
all army men by 18 months. This 
bill. which passed the house by 
only one yote, would permit the gov- 
ernment to hold selectees, national 
guardsmen and reservists in serv- 
ice a total of two ‘and one-half 
years. For regulars, it would mean a 
term of four and one-half years in- 
stead of three years. 

The deferment bill provides for 
automatic annual deferment of men 
who become 28. 

The new law also provides for the 
secretary of war to dismiss from 
service selectees who reached 28 
Jn or before July 1, 1941. The se- 
lectees must apply for such dis- 
charge and the secretary is requir- 
ed to dismiss them ‘“‘as soon as 1s 
practicable and when not in con- 
.lict with the interests of national 
defense.” 

As of June 1, there were 112,- 
JOO selectees in service who were 28 
sr older. The war department has 
ndicated that it proposes to dis- 
charge most of these, although 
some specialists will be held in ser- 
vice. AS a matter of practical op- 
eration, the discharges will be made 
3Zradually. 

The act does not provide for dis- 
charge of men in service who be- 
come 28 after July 1, 1941, or any 
Sugsequent date. New legislation 
would have to be enacted for that 
purpose. 

Those discharged under terms of 


the act signed today will be trans- ; 


ferréd to a reserve component of the 
army for a period of 10 years, and 
will be liable for future service, if 
and when it becomes necessary.

$7,355,500,000 To Reach All-Time High, 
Board of Eualization Report Shows 


SACRAMENTO—Taxable_ tang- 
ible property in California has 
rreached an assessed value of $7,- 
355,500,000. 

This is an all-time high for the 
base to which county, city and dis- 
trict tax rates apply, according to 
IR. E Collins, chairman of the 
|State Board of Equalization. 

The _ record rol, applying 
real property and improvement, 
includes both common property, 
;assessed locally, and utility hold- 
ings, the assessed value of which 1s 
determined by the board. 

{ In El] Dorado county, the tang- 
| ible property subject to local tax- 
jation was assessed at $15,717,641 in 
1941, as compared with $15,621,160 
in 1940. This represented an _ in- 
crease Of $96,481, or .62 per cent.

3.04 per cent. The common proper- 
ty, assessed locally, gained $195,-

“Accordingly, 
the 1941 average tax rate for the 
state could drop from $4.18 to $4.06 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 

“Tt must be pointed out, however, 
that additions to taxable wealth of- 
ten mean additions to governmental 
responsibilities, with an attendant |! 
rise in governmental expenditures,” 
Collins added. “Other factors, such 
as price and wage increases, will | 
make it difficult for some subdivi- | 
sions to pass along to their taxpay- 
ers the benefit of the substantial 
increase in the tax base. If no 
changes in tax rates are made 
either, up or down, the added valu- 
ation will produce an increase in 
revenue to local govednments in ex- 
cess Of $9,000,000.” 

Board records show that the com- 
mon property roll constitutes six- 
sevenths of the 1941 tax base. An 
analysis of this roll reveals that 
land volues declined in 35 of the 58 
counties, the state as a whole re- 
porting a 2.09 decrease. The oppo-

but one, the aggregate increase am- 
ounting to 6.31 per cent.

Churchill was expected to repor 
in a radio speech, probably Tues- 
day, on his talks with the United 
States President and to send For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden to 
Moscow to participate in confer- 
ences with Joseph V. Stalin. 

Britain had concluded a $40,000,- 
000 credit agreement to facilitate 
Russian purchases of needed sup- 
plies, some of which are en route, 
and had joined with Moscow’ in at- 
tempting to bolster the near east- 
ern front against Germany by 
warning Iran to oust most of about 
4,000 Nazi technicians. 

The warning to Iran was a thin- 
ly veiled ultimatum to get rid of 
Germans in key positions, especial- 
ly in communications services, on 
threat of Russian-British action to 
protect the back door to the Cau- 
casian area. Greatest interest, how- 
ever, still centered in the possibil- 
ity of Japanese action that might 
interfere with American and Brit- 
ish war supplies to the Soviets.

With its broad verandahs, its pick-

what that place is?” 
The Carpenter House as many of 
our county folk know has a long

Yeadon. One night while Joshua

gallant Joshua replied: “If I do 
business when I’m drunk, it goes as 
though I had been sober.”

Carpenter had a fine orchard ot 
apples and pears and a vineyard 
with 125,000 vines. The brands which 
he made in the large winery which 
is still attached to the western part 
of the house sold for $10,000 a gal- 
lon. 

Directly across from the Carpen- 
ter House were those “clear, sparkl- 
ing springs” that gave the town its 
name. Those springs were a fa- 
vorite stopping place for travelers 
on the old, Carson emigrant road. 
As most of you know, it was a 
group of Missouri emigrants who 
settled Diamond and when the pop- 
ulation reached 1500, a group of cit- 
izens aspired to make their town 
the county seat. 

Today the Carpenter House is a 
fine landmark. With its solid brick 
walls, its high, airy ceilings, its dig- 
nified simplicity, it has a structural 
integrity that speaks well for our 
early builders. The venerable fig 
tree in the east garden, Mrs. Brown, 
the present owner of the house told 
me, was planted by Luella Carpen- 
ter sixty-five years ago.
